money cabala, who have fattened upon tbe 
aweat and blood oC tba Natloni toUcrx." 

It waa iiurtiur dadand tiiak these partim 
have ignored every principle upon which 
the government waa founded, and substituted 
systems and methoda whose essential features 
were borrowed from the feudal ages, and 
have place<i under motiopoly, beyond the 
rt«a<:h of individual enterpriHe, all natural re- 
Bouri-«« and means, all the natural resource 
of life, lilierty and general proapcrity. Cou-

MAYOR BOWMAN'S MURDERER. 



An Rx-rnltt eman of Kaat St. Lk>uIs Arrnated 
Cluirgecl With the Crime. 

St. Louis, Feb. 14.— On the evening of the 
aoth of November, 1885, Mr. John B. Bow- 
man, ex-mayor of East Sf. Ix)uis, and oim of 
tbe wealthiest and most prominent rcsi leuUs 
of that city, was aasaasinated in front of bis 
homei, on 'I\Bntb street, by being sbotS ib the 
back. The affair created grMt excitement 
at the time, and, although a vei*y large re- 
ward was otfei-ed, and Thomas Furlong, chief 
of the Missouri Pacific Railroad Secret ser- \ 
vicci, and other skillful detectiyea, have 
woi-lced almost continiiously on tbe cose. 
definite dew to tbe wytn was disco vetvd 
ubiil within tbe past tbrqe day. 

Some two weeks Christian Smidt and 
WlUi^ Banks, two young hoodlums of Kiv*t 
St Louis, were arrested for robbing railroad , 
cars. Friday tboy made a statement that 
rteorge W. Voice, a member of the Bast St. 
Louis |>ohce force, was the murderer, and' 
that they saw him shoot Mr. Bowman. Voice 
was InJucod to come to St. Louis, and wok . 
taken to Det*>ctive Furlong's offlw, where b'j ^ 
was chargixl with thu deed and where bu 
underwent a st>vere examinatio'i, whi<th tv- 
Hultt^il in Mr. Frank B. fiowmaii, tbp son <>f 
tho murdi i«,-l man, swearing out a wariani 
a^aiiust him, and he was 8«^nt to I I •villo 
IIL, in charge of two otFurl-Nig'a operativw 
and I'Klg'Ml in jail.

Tbo crop of 1885 wld last aeaaon at 

rainoady low prioM for the producer, 
and tho crop of 1886 la boing thrown on 
tha markat at ratal which, it not still 
lower, are certainly no higher. The price 
ia lower, perhaps, than it has been for 
yaan. Netbiag but tha flna laaf is 
bringing anything like a fair return to 
the grower for the time and labor spent 
oa^aerop. 

Two things ooght to be done this year. 
Ib the first plaoa let every grower cat 
down tha acrea g e pat out a smaller 
crop than he has been doing of late years 
— and then let bim see that what be does 
plant ia wall evltitatad and handled. 
Lessen tha quantity and improve the 
quality, and the resnlt will almost inevit* 
ably be better prices, and, conseqnently, 
batter retarna for tha tima and labor ex- 
panded. Thara Is a responsibility rest- 
ing upon the producer this year, and he 
will be the loser U he fails to most that 
responsibility as tha lessons of tha bonr 
demand.
